Suit was brought in the Mason Clfc- 
cuit Court Tuesday afternoon by 
James B. Allison, resident of the East 
End, through Atttorney A. D. Colo, 
against the C. & O. Railway Company 
and Robert Carrlgan asking damages 
in the sum of twenty-five thousand 
dollars and costs.

and the other forty cents is represent- 
ed by waste, fraud, inefficiency and 
graft. 

The bureaucracy of this country is 
curse to good government and a 
criminal expense upon the tax-ridden 
public. Simplify governmental ma- 
chinery and put competent, trained, 
patriotic men in office and taxes will 
be reduced 30 per cent, within a short 
time. 

Second: Destroy the spoils system. 
Elect or appoint men to office solely 
on the ground of merit. Then you will 
get an honest day's work for true lovo 
of country - and a just consideration of 
the trust imposed. 

Third: Teach the people they must 
support the government and not ex 
pect support

Columbus, Ohio. — German has be- 
come a dead language so far as Ohio 
public schools are concerned. 

The anti-German law bars study of 
the language from the first seven 
grades of all Ohio schools, public, pri- 
vate or parochial. This leaves more 
than 800,000 eighth graders and high 
school students, however, who could 
study it if they wanted to. 

The report of Director of Education 
Uiegel for the 1920-1921 school year, 
shows that in the ninety-four Ohio 
cities not a high schol pupil would 
have anything to do with German. 
Neither in the thirty-seven villages 
exempted from county supervision. 

In four northwestern Ohio counties. 
I however, and in these alone, 244 hogh 
school pupils had the courage to study 

Auglaize county led the German stu- 
[dent list with 101. Mercer, Allen and 
putnam were the other counties 
four counties adjoin. The number of 
eighth grade pupils studying German 
is not given in the report, but this is 
known to have been small also. 
Neither are statistics given for pa- 
rochial or private schools. 

The anti-German law has been liti- 
gated through Ohio court and its con- 
stitutionality sustained. It is still 
pending, however, In the V. S. su- 
preme court.

SIPAN PLANTED NOW WILL 

MAKE SIMMER HOG FORAGE. 

Lexington, Ky. — Sudan grass for 
I hog pasture can be seeded as late as 
I the middle of June in Kentucky, ac- 
cording to E. J. Wilford, swine spe- 
cialist of the College of Agriculture. 
: The crop is meeting with special fa- 
, vor among swine breeders and fced- 
jtrs because of its ability to continue 
l growing during the hot, dry, Ken- 
tucky summers when rape and other 
j pasture crops are dried up. he Baid. 
From 20 to 30 pounds of seed usually 
are drilled In each acre, the larger 
amount being preferable since it re- 
sults in a thicker sod. The grass is an 
exceptional rapid-growing pasture 
crop. A plot of it on the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station farm 
las summer average 15 Inches high, 
when measured from the ground to 
the tip of the leaves, 16 days after 
planting. It is ready for pasture when 
about ten inches high. The crop also 
is palatable and well l'Ved by hogs 
and usually Is bo rank growing that a 
large number of hogs can be pastured 
on It and a crop of hay cut after- 
wards.

BLACK PLANT LICE OPEN 

ATTACKS ON \ A 1 1 HTII >IS. 

Lexington. Ky. — This Is the season 
of the year in which nasturtium grow- 
ers find It necessary to give special 
attontlon to their plants in order to 
prevent serious Injury' of thom by 
plant lice, according to N it. Elliott, 
of the Colege of Agriculture extension 
division. Rolled leaves on the plant 
are first evidence that these sucking 
Insocts havo begun their work, large 
isses of small black plant live being 
revealed when the leaved as unrolled. 

Although the lice are not hard to 
control, certain methods must be used 
ice they belong to the class of suck- 
ing Insects. They are destroyed by 
spraying them with materials that kill 
by suffocation, commercial tobacco 
mixtures bolng best for this. Instruc- 
tions for mixing and spraying with 
these materials should be taken from 
the jiackage and followod carefully. 
Careful examinations of the plants 
throughout the summer and frequent 
spralngs are necossary.
